'Heartless' crem crooks 
pile misery on families

FAMILIES have been left heartbroken after a 
crematorium had to break the news that loved 
ones’ memorial plaques had been stolen by 
callous thieves. 

It has left relatives of people whose tributes 
were not stolen worried the criminals could 
return to steal the remaining ones. 

The offenders entered the Memorial Gardens 
at the County Crematorium in Towcester Road, 
Northampton, and stole 50 bronze plaques 
sometime between Thursday, December 15 
and Thursday, December 22. 


But police believe the crime is most likely to 
have happened overnight on Wednesday, 
December 21 as muddy footprints were spotted 
the next morning when staff arrived. 

Corporate communications manager Stuart 
Cox of Dignity Funerals Ltd, which runs the 
crematorium, said: “Our staff at the cremat¬ 
orium are shocked and disgusted by these 
thefts. 

“The reaction from the families we have 
contacted has generally been disbelief and 
deeply emotional. 

“Christmas is often a time when families are 
more conscious of the loss of a loved one so the 
timing of this crime is particularly shocking. 


“We will support these families however we 
can and all stolen plaques will be replaced at no 
cost to the families concerned as we would not 
wish them to suffer financially as well as 
emotionally because of this heartless act. 

“We have informed the police about the thefts 
and will assist them in any way with their 
enquiries. 

“Our staff remain vigilant to try to prevent this 
type of act but we try to keep the grounds open 
at all times to help bereaved families in paying 
their respects to their loved ones.” 

Mr Cox added from what officers have told 
them is that the plaques could be sold to 
unscrupulous scrap merchants as with so 


many other metal thefts across the country. He 
said the bronze would be inscribed with the 
personal details of the deceased so it would be 
obvious they were a memorial taken from a 
crematorium or cemetery. 

A spokeswoman from Northamptonshire 
Police said: “This is obviously a despicable 
crime committed at a time when families will 
be more conscious of the loss of loved ones. 

“We are appealing for anybody who may have 
information regarding people or vehicles seen 
in the area of the crematorium to come forward 
either in person or via Crimestoppers.”

Driver dies 
after his car 


hits a

A SIXTY-TWO-YEAR-OLD 
man from the county died 
after his car crashed into a 
tree on Tuesday. 

The A50 near Burton 
between junction six at 
Foston and junction five at 
Hilton was closed by police 
after a Jaguar X type car driv¬ 
en from Northamptonshire 
left the eastbound carriag¬ 
eway and collided with a tree. 

West Midlands Ambulance 
Service was also called to the 
scene after it received a 
number of emergency calls at 
4.45pm. 

It pronounced the man 
dead at the scene. 

An ambulance, a rapid 
response vehicle, an incident 
support officer and two 
BASICS Emergency Doctors 
were in attendance. 

A West Midlands 
Ambulance Service 

spokesman said: “On arrival, 
the crews found a man who 
had suffered very serious

injuries in a car at the bottom 
of the embankment. 

“Sadly, it quickly became 
apparent that there was noth¬ 
ing that could be done to save 
the man and he was con¬ 
firmed dead at the scene. He 
was the only occupant of the 
car.” 

The A50 stretch was closed 
by police until 9pm. 

A Derbyshire police 
spokesman said: “A serious 
crash happened on the A50 
between junction five and six, 
Foston to Hilton stretch and 
the collision involved an 
Jaguar X type car which left 
the carriageway and collided 
with a tree. 

“The driver of the car 
sustained serious injuries and 
died at the scene. 

“Derbyshire Police have 
commenced an investigation 
into the incident and would 
like to speak to anyone who 
may have witnessed the inci¬ 
dent.” 

The victim’s family has been 
informed. His name is set to 
be released by police today. 


Cops ready for busy night on the town 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE 
Police is set for one of the 
busiest nights of the year in 
the county’s town centres. 

Tactics, as part of Operation 
Nightsafe, have been intensi¬ 
fied in the run up to New 
Year’s Eve which can tradi¬ 
tionally see a rise in offending 
behaviour. 

Chief Superintendent 
Richard James said: “We are 
pleased to report that the 
Christmas period passed 
smoothly and we will be

“Operation Nightsafe will 
be boosting patrols in the 
main thoroughfares of the 
county’s main town centres 
as well as areas outside of the 
town centres, by providing a 
highly visible presence to 
help keep order amongst 
those visiting bars, pubs and 
clubs and ensure people are 
able to enjoy their night as 
they welcome in 2012.”

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Murder appeal leads 
to police chiefs probe

TWO top Northamptonshire 
Police officers are among four 
cops being investigated over 
claims of misconduct relating to 
a gangland murder case. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission’s (IPCC) 
probe relates to the handling of 
an investigation by Staffordshire 
Police into the murder of amateur 
footballer Kevin Nunes, 20, who 
was gunned down in a country 
lane in 2002. Five men were jailed 
in connection with the killing in 
2008. 

The IPCC confirmed that formal 
notice of investigation had been 
served on “a number of former 
and serving Staffordshire Police 
officers”. 

It would not confirm reports in 
The Guardian newspaper that the 
allegations related to concerns 
over potentially relevant evidence 
being withheld from the prosecu¬ 
tion in the trial. 

Northamptonshire Police 
Authority confirmed that its 
Force’s Chief Constable Adrian 
Lee and Deputy Chief Constable 
Suzette Davenport were being 
investigated. Mr Lee is also the 
head of the Association of Chief 
Police Officers’ ethics portfolio. 

In a statement the Authority 
said: “Northamptonshire Police 



Authority is aware that the IPCC is 
managing an investigation into 
allegations against a number of 
former and serving Staffordshire 
Police officers, which relate to the 
handling of a criminal case from 
several years ago in Staffordshire. 

“We can confirm that allega¬ 
tions have been made in relation 
to Chief Constable Adrian Lee and 
Deputy Chief Constable Suzette 
Davenport, who both served in 
Staffordshire Police. 

“The Authority has considered 
information provided by the IPCC 
and remains completely confi¬ 
dent in both the Chief Constable 
and Deputy Chief Constable.” 

It added: “Any questions regard¬ 
ing the investigation are a matter 
for the IPCC.” 

The other officers involved are 
understood to be Jane Sawyers, 
Assistant Chief Constable at 
Staffordshire Police, and Marcus 



Beale, Assistant Chief Constable 
at West Midlands Police. 

The probe was launched after 
the men convicted of Nunes’ 
killing lodged an appeal with the 
Court of Appeal, which asked the 
Criminal Cases Review 
Commission (CCRC) to investi¬ 
gate. The CCRC subsequently 
referred the case to the IPCC. 

Nunes, a drug dealer who had 
been on the books of Tottenham 
Hotspur, was shot dead after a 
gang dispute. His body was found 
with five gunshot wounds in 
Staffordshire in September 2002. 

His killers - Levi Walker from 
Birmingham, Antonio Christie 
and Adam Joof from the West 
Midlands and Michael Osbourne 
and Owen Crooks from 
Wolverhampton were jailed for 
life after being found guilty of 
murder by a jury at Leicester 
Crown Court.

A TAXI driver was threat¬ 
ened at knifepoint during a 
robbery on Boxing Day. 

The incident happened 
on Addison Road, 
Northampton, near to the 
junction with Broadmead 
Avenue, at around 8.30pm. 

The driver was called to 
Addison Road to pick up a 
fare. 

Two men approached the 
car and said the taxi was 
for them.

When he returned with 


police officers his mobile 
phones and £20 in cash 
were missing. 

One of the offenders is 
described as a white man, 
5ft 8 tall, aged 27 to 28 and 
of slim build. 

He was wearing dark blue 
tracksuit bottoms, white 
trainers and a black hood¬ 
ed top with a scarf over his 
face. 

The second man was also 
white, 5ft 2 tall, in his late 
20s or early 30s and of slim 
build. 

He had a round face and 
was wearing a light blue 
t-shirt, dark blue tracksuit 
bottoms and white train¬ 
ers.

TWO parents’ dream of a new football 
pitch in an area of Northampton could 
become a reality later this month. 

Both Gail and Richard Butcher will be 
meeting with officers from 
Northampton Borough Council on 
January 26 to discover where the facility 
could be located. 

The couple have been supported in 
their bid by the community of Far 
Cotton where they live. 

They want the pitch built in memory 
of their son, who was also called 
Richard. 

The 29-year-old footballer died on 
January 9 this year at his home in 
Manchester from what his parents were 
told was ‘adult cot death 
syndrome’. 

Richard was a trainee at both 
Northampton Town and Rushden & 
Diamonds before going on to play 
professionally. 

His final club was Macclesfield Town. 

His parents second reason for wanting 
the ground built is to provide something 


which the whole community can use. 
On Boxing Day a special fancy dress 
football match was organised by the 
Loco Club in Far Cotton towards the 
scheme. 

It helped raise £800 for the kitty which 
now stands at £11,000. 

One of the people who took part was 
Richard’s younger brother Glenn. 

Mrs Butcher said the whole occasion 
was very emotional. 

She said: “People in the community 
have helped us all get through this year. 

“Christmas wasn’t really Christmas and 
next month it would have been Richard’s 
birthday and a year since his death. 

“They say time is a great healer but not 
when it is your own child. 

“The support shown to us by his 
friends and the community has been 
great and I am proud to say I come from 
Far Cotton.” 

She feels the important thing now is to 
meet with the council to see where the 
pitch could be created. 

Mrs Butcher added: “We hope the 
pitch will be situated at Delapre Abbey. 

“This is where people in the communi¬ 
ty would like to see it.”

Councillor’s days of 
footballing talent... 


FOOTBALL scouts try to unearth the talent of 
tomorrow today. Brian Oldham, who is now a 
councillor, is perhaps the only one who can claim 
to have discovered Dr Who with a ball at his feet 
and given him his break, not in acting, but on the 
pitch. LAWRENCE JOHN found out more. 


WHEN people impersonate 
Michael Caine one of the phrases 
they use is ‘not a lot of people 
know that’. 

Well here is one of those 
moments. 

The Northampton Borough 
Councillor who represents West 
Hunsbury is Brian Oldham, 
nothing remarkable in that, but 
did you know he used to be a 
football scout for Nottingham 
Forest from 1982/83 to 1997? 

This coincided with the time 
Brian Clough was managing the 
club (1975- 1993) and had in 1979 
and 1980 guided the team to two 
wins in the European Cup. 

Cllr Oldham’s job was to attend 
school football matches and 
youth games in Northampton¬ 
shire to try to spot up and coming 
talent. 

He said the only day he had free 
was Friday when no football was 
played. 

If players were good enough 
they would get an opportunity to 
go to Forest and be given a trial. 

If they had the talent then they 
would be given the chance to sign 
with the club either as a school 
boy, youth player or professional. 

Cllr Oldham said although 
Clough was manager of the club 
he didn’t really talk to him on a 


day to day basis and only met him 
on a few occasions. 

One of those was when he was 
sitting in an office talking to 
Forest’s chief scout, Alan Hill. 

While they were talking 
Cloughie burst in and Mr Hill 
introduced him to Cllr Oldham 
and explained the role he played 
within the club. 

He shook the great man’s hand 
and thought nothing of it. 

Then, as he walked down the 
corridor, Cloughie shouted out 
‘What do you look for in a player 
Brian? 

Cllr Oldham said: “The first 
thing I would look for is ability 
and to see if the lad has got the 
right attitude.” 

This struck a chord with 
Cloughie who replied ‘That is it 
young man. Attitude - you can’t 
do anything without it. It doesn’t 


matter if you are a rocket scien¬ 
tist, a judge or a lawyer if you 
haven’t got the right attitude you 
won’t make it. He’ll do fine for us 
Alan’. 

This was a lesson he never 
forgot. 

Cllr Oldham, who was born and 
bred in Nottingham, didn’t 
become a professional footballer 
but did sign with his favourite 
club Forest as an amateur. 

However, his dad wanted him to 
have a trade and so after a few 
appearances for the reserves his 
football playing career came to an 
end. 

This thread wasn’t picked up 
until he moved to Northampton 
in 1982. 

When he arrived in the county 
he managed Blisworth before 
becoming a scout for Forest. 

Among the players he discov-

ered was Lee Glover, who went on 
to play for Nottingham Forest in 
the 1991 FA Cup Final against 
Tottenham Hotspur, and had a 
spell as player/manager at Corby 
Town. 

He is currently youth coach at 
Derby County where Nigel 
Clough (Brian’s son) is manager. 

His other spot was Sean Dyche, 
who used to play for Ise Lodge in 
Kettering, and then signed for 
Forest. 

Cllr Oldham said when Sean’s 
mum came to Forest, Cloughie 
spent about 15 minutes talking to 
her about the importance of 
family. 

Dyche is now the manager of 
Championship side, Watford. 

But Cllr Oldham’s most famous 


footballing find was a player who 
never made it to the big time - 
current Dr Who, Northampton 
boy Matt Smith. 

Taking up the tale, Cllr Oldham 
said: “With youth footballers if 
they were under 18 they could 
only travel a certain distance to a 
club. In this case we had to have 
lads come for half a day. 

“One of the lads I used to take to 
the club was Matt Smith who I 
would collect from Northampton 
School for Boys and took him to 
the academy. 

“While he was playing at Forest 
he had a bad injury and then went 
to Leicester City.” 

As a scout, Cllr Oldham always 
wanted to see a player more than 
once before he would recom¬ 


mend he was sent to Forest. The 
only exception to this rule was if 
he had gone to see a player and 
other clubs were interested. 

He would say to Forest ‘I have 
only seen him once but these 
clubs are close to signing him’ so 
Forest could at least give them a 
trial. 

He explained if he went to watch 
a player he knew within half an 
hour whether he was any good. 

His diamond theory was if they 
were good at under ten, better at 
under 12, improved at under 14 
and still showing promise at 
under 16, then they had a chance. 

Cllr Oldham said despite not 
being involved in the game 
anymore he has lots of great 
scouting memories.

GOVERNMENT funding worth £4.08 
million is expected to trigger work to 
bring super fast broadband to the 
county. 

This funding will be matched by 
Northamptonshire County Council to 
kick-start the process which will invite 
bids from private companies to carry out 
the work. 

The authority’s local broadband plan, 
which would bring potential internet 
speeds of 30Mb/sec for every household 
in the county, is only the fifth to receive 
the green light nationally. 

The Government funding will start 
once the council has completed the 
necessary procurement. 

County council cabinet member for 
infrastructure and public protection, 
Councillor Andre Gonzalez De Savage, 
said: “High broadband speed will have 
huge advantages for Northamptonshire 


as it will allow the county to be a strong 
competitor in the global digital economy 
and allow everyone to have access to new 
and improved services that are increas¬ 
ingly available online. 

“This announcement is a significant 
step towards everyone having these fast 
internet speeds and this means we are 
well on schedule to meet our targets for 
the initiative. 

“In the increasingly competitive global 
economy it is essential that super fast 
broadband is widely available and 
indeed when people are looking to 
re-locate, fast internet speeds are a key 
priority.” 

The authority is aiming for 90 per cent 
of the county to have speedy broadband 
speeds by the end of 2015 with 100 per 
cent coverage by the end of 2017. 

The procurement programme is set to 
start in May with the authority inviting 
tenders from companies. 

It is anticipated that work could begin 
by the end of next year. 


Calls for rural areas to get broadband benefits 


OFFICIAL figures from Ofconn show that 
up to 20 per cent of rural areas are still 
unable to receive an effective and 
affordable broadband connection while up 
to 35 per cent have no access to super 
fast services at all. 

The CLA is calling for Government 
funding to be spent bringing rural 
broadband not-spots up to speed. 

CLA Northamptonshire chairman, Rupert 
West, said: “The Government is investing 
millions in improving broadband delivery 


and progress is being made but it is not 
happening quickly enough in more remote 
rural areas.” 

Mr West, who also runs King West land 
agency at Spencer Parade in 
Northampton, added: “The rural-urban 
digital divide is growing at an alarming rate 
and causing major problems for farmers 
and landowners with commercial 
properties who have lost tenants because 
they cannot offer a superfast broadband 
connection.”

What’sOn 



HUDDLING up in my sleeping 
bag, nose pressed on a mosquito 
net which had definitely seen 
better days, dreams of sipping 
champagne and eating canapes 
in the airport lounge waiting for 
our flight were a distant 
memory. 

Don’t get me wrong, I’m certain¬ 
ly not a snob in any way but 
roughing it in the jungle of 
Northern Thailand certainly 
tested my patience, and immune 
system. 

I mean, how many other 
married couples can say they 
spent their honeymoon tickling 
tarantulas with sticks, sleeping 
above a herd of (very noisy) cows 
and showering in a river? If you’re 
one of them you deserve a medal 
and let’s compare bruises! 

My new husband and I spent the 
first few days of our three-week 
Thailand trip in a four star 
boutique hotel in Chiang Mai, to 
which the No 1 Lounge at 
Heathrow before our 11-and-a- 
half hour flight was the perfect 
start. 

We spent our days getting out to 
see the sights - and there’s plenty 
on offer - and even treated our¬ 
selves to a cookery course at a 
farm on the outskirts. 

Our accommodation offered the 
perfect retreat from the hustle 
and bustle but I don’t think any¬ 
thing could have prepared us for 
where we were about to go next. 

We’d agreed that we didn’t want 
to spend three weeks lounging on 
a beach in one place - don’t worry 
we did get some time to just do 
nothing and soak up the sun - we 
wanted to really ‘see’ Thailand. 

So we went for the three-day 
Northern Hilltribe trek although I 



think it was mis-sold to us as a 
fitness rating ‘three’ or perhaps 
our levels started at minus four! 

The day before we set off on our 
adventure we had a chance to get 
to know the group we were travel¬ 
ling with and much to my hus¬ 
band’s delight/disappointment (I 
think it’s easy to guess the right 
word) he was the only guy with 12 
women other than our tour 
guides Luke and Ken. 

We were told the accommoda¬ 
tion would be basic. 

I don’t think you could get any 
more basic if you tried and it 
would certainly have given Karl 
Pilkington a lot to talk about. 

Our first night was in a wooden 
shack and it was in less of a bed¬ 
room, more a wooden floor with 
the thinnest mattresses ever - 
perfect for newlyweds! 

Needless to say I didn’t get much 
sleep but the Chang beers helped 
a little (yes you can get cold cans 
in the jungle) and after my freez¬ 
ing shower in the nearby river I 
was ready to get trekking. 

Well, at least I thought I was. 
Although we didn’t actually walk 
that far (18 kilometres in total) the 
terrain is tough but the scenery 
makes it all worth the pain! I 
never expected Thailand to be so 


green but the lush landscape 
against the impressive mountains 
and then the gold rice fields is 
picture perfect. 

Even with a cut knee (I managed 
to slip down the side of one of the 
mountains) and sore feet, mine 
and the rest of our group’s spirits 
were lifted when we got to each 
destination, especially the one 
where we got to ride an elephant 
for part of the journey. 

We stayed with two different 
tribes and while their lives are 
simplistic - very limited electricity 
and don’t even go there about the 
toilet (or not) facilities - we were 
quite surprised to see some of 
them on mobiles and the rice 
farmers use motorbikes, not 
elephants, to transport their 
produce around. 

And within an hour of us climb¬ 
ing, in a less than unglamorous 
way, off our elephant, one of the 
tribe was in front of us with 
souvenir photographs - in frames 
- of everyone on the trip. 

Our time in the jungle came to 
an end on a bamboo raft floating 
down the Mae Ping river - the 
perfect finish to rest our feet and 
reflect on what was an incredible 
experience that I will never forget. 

And I have the scar to remind 
me if I do!

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‘I’ve hit a black cat’ 

Boothroyd bemoans lack of luck in Cobblers defeat to Burton

LUCK perhaps plays more of a role in 
professional sport than anyone involved in 
it would care to admit. Such is the nature 
of it, that anyone speaking about the bad 
variety when things go against them is 
often accused of clutching at straws. 

Try telling that to Northampton Town boss 
Aidy Boothroyd though, particularly after 
the 3-2 Boxing Day defeat at home to 
Burton Albion in a real festive feast that had 
plenty of drama, controversy and goals. 

Two goals in the first two minutes even as 
Saido Berahino’s opener was swiftly 
cancelled out by Cleveland Taylor. However, 
Northampton retook the lead from a 
Michael Jacobs penalty before John Johnson 
was sent off for an elbow on John McGrath. 

The ten men were able to hold out until 
the 61st minute when Chris Palmer evened 
things up, and an 86th minute penalty from 
fellow substitute Justin Richards ensured 
the visitors took all three points. 

Boothroyd said: Tve got to be careful 
where I drive in future because I’ve 
obviously hit a black cat somewhere along 
the line, but it does turn and that’s what 
happens when you are where we are. 

“But if the players perform like that from 
now until the end of the season then we will 
beat a lot of teams. 

“We didn’t deserve it, but you don’t always 


get what you deserve in football. You’ve got 
to keep at it and Burton are going well at the 
moment. 

“Paul Peschisolido [Albion boss] came up 
to me afterwards and said, ‘unlucky’, 
because he is a decent guy and he knows we 
were absolutely terrific. 

“I said to the players, ‘don’t go out of here 
feeling sad’, because we’ve got to keep that 
going and we’ve got to maintain that 
momentum. 

“We didn’t get caught up in the referee’s 
decisions, although they were disappoint¬ 
ing. We kept going, we scored goals, we hit 
the post and we actually had three off the 
line.” 

The old adage of the harder you work, the 
luckier you get could well apply here, and 
Boothroyd’s first hope in those stakes will be 
that the FA overturn Johnson’s red card after 
the club appealed against it. They will find 
out the result of that this afternoon. 

“If you keep that belief and work ethic 
then you’ve got a very good chance,” said 
the Cobblers manager. 

“You’ve got to be tough, you’ve got to be 
brave and you’ve got to show courage. The 
easiest thing in the world to do is to melt 
and go into your shell, but not one player 
did that. 

“They stood up, they were strong and it’s 
not all about winning tackles - it’s about 
getting hold of the ball and being brave 
enough to get on it, and to keep running 


when you don’t think you’re going to get it 
and turn bad balls into good.” 

Northampton’s last game of 2011 is on 
Saturday when they host Swindon Town, 
followed by a Bank Holiday Monday trip to 
Shrewsbury Town. 

That means Boothroyd can then start to 
put the wheels in motion for his January 
transfer plans. 

It looks as if veteran former Scotland 
international Christian Dailly, who was 
released by Portsmouth in August, could 
well be on his way to Sixfields after the 
defender was spotted at the Burton defeat. 

Boothroyd also admitted recently that he 
has another five or six potential targets, 
although how many he will be able to bring 
in also depends upon which members of 
the current squad will leave when the 
transfer window re-opens. 

“I said it was about the three time zones 
and we’re coming to the end of time zone 
one,” he said. 

“But all the way along my mandate until 
January was to make sure that we get the 
best out of them. 

“Every single player has made the choice 
to step up and I think they were terrific. 
Obviously I’m disappointed and perform¬ 
ances are what count. 

“If you get lucky and get a few results 
because of it then fine, but in the end it’s 
about being consistent and performances 
being consistent.” 


‘Emotional’ Eustace 
calls time on career

ADAM Eustace has been forced to end his rugby career 
with immediate effect due to a neck injury that he 
sustained earlier in the season. 

The lock joined the club in the summer of 2010 having 
made over 200 appearances for fellow Aviva Premiership 
side Gloucester over two separate spells. 

Eustace has been limited to just four appearances for the 
Saints during the past two seasons in a spell that was 
blighted by injury. 

The 32-year-old has now retired from the professional 
game, saying: “It’s been hard to take on the chin, and I’m 
pretty emotional about it to be honest. 

“When I came to Northampton I wanted to make an 
impression. I knew it was always going to be tough with so 
many good players, but unfortunately I’ve not been able to 
fulfil my personal goals. I feel really bad and somewhat 
guilty that I’ve not been able to repay Jim Mallinder and 
Dorian West for bringing me to the club and the fans for 
their good wishes. For the first time in my career I’ve had 
one injury after another and it’s been very frustrating to 
say the least. I’m indebted to the club for giving me all the 
time I’ve needed to get myself back, but unfortunately I’ve 
been given the advice from specialists to stop playing.” 

Eustace is aiming to stay involved in the game by getting 
into coaching or community development, and Saints 
director of rugby Mallinder wished him well for the future. 

He added: “Adam had shown throughout his career that 
he was a quality and experienced campaigner and we 
thought he would bring a great deal to Franklin’s Gardens. 

“While Adam has been a good person to have around the 
squad and contributed a great deal behind the scenes it is 
very unfortunate that he has not been able to show the 
fans his abilities as a player in the first team.” 

James eyes world top 32 

DARTS 

JAMES Richardson has his eyes on establishing himself 
amongst the PDC’s top players in 2012 after exiting the 
Ladbrokes World Darts Championship in the second round. 

The Rushden player had caused one of the biggest upsets 
in the history of the tournament by defeating five-times 
world champion Raymond van Barneveld in the first round. 

However, he suffered a 4-1 defeat at the hands of Belgian 
Kim Huybrechts in his second match on Tuesday evening 
to bring his debut at the Alexandra Palace to an end. 

Richardson was nonetheless delighted with how his first 
year on the PDC tour had gone and is now aiming for 
further progress next year. 

“If you’d told me when I came through qualifying school 
back in January that I’d beat Raymond van Barneveld in the 
World Championship in my first year I’d have bitten your 
hand off but it’s been great,” he said.

Huybrechts took the first set, only for Richardson to seal 
the second with a 140 checkout. However, from then on his 
opponent took control of the match and won the remaining 
three. 

Richardson said: “Kim was by far the better player and 
outplayed me for much of the game. I wasn’t affected after 
the huge reaction after my win over Raymond van 
Barneveld. I felt ready for the challenge, but lost to the 
better player on the night.”

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Lamb is proving top gun 
in a stand-off with Myler

IN Ryan Lamb, Northampton Saints may 
well have struck upon a credible rival to 
Stephen Myler for the number ten shirt. 
Indeed, the fly-half has recently estab¬ 
lished himself as the first choice on the 
back of some impressive performances. 

Not that director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
ever likes to label anyone the ‘number one’. 
“He’s got the shirt at the moment and he is 
playing well,” was as far the Saints boss 
would go after Lamb starred in the 22-13 
Aviva Premiership win at home to Bath on 
Christmas Eve. 

Signed from London Irish in the summer, 
the 25-year-old arrived at Franklin’s 
Gardens with a reputation of being a bit of a 
maverick on the field, not unlike the man 
who he replaced - Shane Geraghty - who 
left for France after failing to usurp Myler’s 
position. 

The signing of Lamb again gives 
Northampton different options at stand-off, 
with former rugby league player Myler 
evolving into more the stereotypical 
‘English’ number ten and Lamb being the 
‘flair’ player. 

“They do play slightly differently,” said 
Mallinder - the master of the understate¬ 
ment - adding: “But they can both play that 
attacking game when we want to get us on 
the front foot and also that kicking game. 

“I thought Ryan’s kicking was fantastic and 
I think his goal kicking has also improved. 

“He’s had a great season for us. He is keep¬ 
ing Stephen Myler out of the team and 
Stephen played so well towards the end of 
last season in particular. He played well in 
the European Cup final, so Ryan Lamb is 
doing something well to keep him out of the 
team.” 


In many ways, Lamb’s performance on 
Saturday was a microcosm of Northamp¬ 
ton’s season - sublime in the first half and 
slightly erratic during the second as they 
temporarily moved into the top four, only to 
drop back down to sixth after the Christmas 
games were completed. 

He pulled the strings for the Saints as they 
raced into a 22-3 lead at half time on the 
back of tries from Phil Dowson, Tom Wood 
and Jamie Elliott, while Lamb also kicked 
two penalties and a conversion. 

Yet Northampton failed to make an 
impression on the score sheet during the sec¬ 
ond period and missed out on the fourth try 
that would have secured a bonus point. They 
were not helped by the sin-binnings of re¬ 
placement Samu Manoa and James Downey 
that left them temporarily down to 13. 

Referee David Rose was a busy man all 
afternoon, with Bath having both Nick 
Abendanon and New Zealand World Cup 
winner Stephen Donald yellow carded as 
well. But although they did get a try through 
skipper Francois Louw, while having the 
two-man advantage, the visitors were well 
beaten. 

Mallinder said: “I thought he [Lamb] was 
very good, particularly in the first half when 
he was outstanding. He sees space, he gets 
our game going and we’re very pleased with 
his progress. 

“He probably made a couple of mistakes 
out there, but it was tough conditions. They 
had got a world-class number ten playing 
for them [Donald] and I thought probably 
Ryan was the better of the two.” 

The Saints now head to struggling 
Newcastle Falcons on New Year’s Eve and 
Lamb will be hopeful that he has done 
enough to keep his place in the side. How¬ 
ever, with Myler waiting in the wings, noth¬ 
ing is certain.
